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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Arguments are not persuasive to overcome the 
rejection of claims 1 , 7, and 15 as unpatentable over Imaeda in view of Nal^atani. The term "main support" does not distinguish beyond 
element 2010 disclosed by Imaeda. That is, the terms "case body" and "main support" may be used interchangeably to refer to the back 
of element 2010 of Imaeda. Furthermore, the position of the "front surface" of a main support may be referred to as the surface internal to 
the phone facing the inside of the phone. Figure 12 shows the drive circuit 352 in the assembled state of the display (Column 14 lines 58- 
60) facing toward the rear of the display. Figure 16 incorporates such a display such that the drive circuit is facing the front surface of the 
rear cover, or "main support". 

The examiner further notes that arguments have not addressed the combination of Imaeda and Nakatani presented in the Final Rejection. 
The examiner provides an alternative example of a main support combinable with the disclosure of Imaeda that has not been addressed 
by arguments. 
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
